in power. 


This statement was made today at 
Juarez by Frederico Gonzales Garzo, 
consular to the commander of the gar- 
rison, who added, "We have 
heard 


that Benton held several small offices 
under President Diaz and that he once 
was mayor of a small settlement on his 
own estate. He could not have held 
office without being a Mexican citizen 
and the records at Chihuahua City are 
being searched 
to 
establish these 
facts." 


Seeking Explanation.

Relatives of Benton here say the 
deeds to his Mexican property refer 
to him as a British subject nd that he 
was always careful there should be no 
doubt on this point. In the meantime 
the request of the state department 
at Washington for the handing over of 
the body of Benton has met only with 
silence. Gen. Villa has received tele- 
grams not only from many cities in the 
United States but from .London, Paris, 
and-Berlin asking for an explanation

Members of New York Commission 


Gathering Data for Laws for 


Giving Aid to Widows. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Feb. 
24.—Mem- 
bers of the New York commission on 
relief for widowed mothers today be- 
gan a minute study of Wisconsin's 
laws-providing state aid for dependent 
children. The New York commission 
is visiting every state in which such 
legislation is in effect ,to secure data 
for the passage of laws by the next 
New York assembly. 
Members of the visiting commission 
are Aaron J. Levy, Robert W. Heb- 
bard and Richard Neustadt. Repre- 
sentatives of various charity societies 
in Milwaukee and Milwaukee county 
met with the visitors. 
Wisconsin's law does not 
rprovide 
widows' pensions but relief is given 
through state aid to dependent chil- 
dren. The movement was started by 
Milwaukee county's appropriation of 
$5,000 for this purpose in 1912. Re- 
lief was given through the juvenile 
court until June, 1913, when it was 
decided to be illegal to dispense the 
aid through the trustees of the home 
for dependent children upon recom- 
mendation of the juvenile court, and 
the matter then passed to the county 
department of outdoor relief for two 
months. By that time the state law 
had passed, and returned the adminis- 
tration of state aid to the juvenile 
court. 
The law provided that 'not more 
than one,dollar for each thirty inhab- 
itants of the county shall be used for 
this purpose, one-half to be paid from 
the county and one-half 
from 
the 
state treasury. - The amount/ given is 
not to exceed $12 a month for each 
child, and the relief is given in fam- 
ilies of widows, or where the husband 
and father is in prison or sick.

Chi- 
cago women cast their ballots for the 
flrst time since the Illinois suffrage 
law was enacted, and participated in 
the primaries to choose candidates 
for the board "of aldermen. 
Eight 
women candidates for council seats 
were on the ballots today— three Pro- 
gressives, three Socialists • and. 
two 
Democrats. Four of them have op- 
position In the primaries, 
but 
the 
names of the other four are certain 
to be placed on the election ballots 
for April 7. 
. 


Heavy Registration. 
Around those 
four women candi- 
dates who must fight for party en- 
dorsements most of the interest in the 
outcome of today's primaries 
cen- 
tered, but the suffrage vote played an 
even more important part in the other 
twenty-seven wards that offered no 
women candidates. In these 
wards 


male candidates, astonished at the size 
of the suffragist registration on Feb. 
3, bid against each other for the sup- 
port of women's organizations In one 
of the liveliest primary campaigns in 
the city's history. For three weeks 
the play to the suffragist .section of 
the galleries on the part of alder- 
manic candidates, city officials !and - 
opposing party factions has been one 
of the most important and significant 
developments In the political history 
of Chicago. Aldermen who discarded 
quids of tobacco and squirted streams 
of juice recklessly suddenly developed 
discovered that the spitting evil was 
the one great crime of the age, and 
when women's organizations urged 
action upon them council 'committees 
got very busy and Mayor Harrison.

forth by C. E. Moore, Rock county's 
highway commissioner, as they were 
set forth in an interview in the Ga- 
zette a week ago, Tax Commissioner 
iVels P. Haugen in a letter to the 
Gazette makes the following reply: 
To the Editor The Gazette, Janes- 


ville, Wis.—Dear Sir: I wish to ac- 
knowledge very fair treatment of my 
remarks on "State and Local Taxes" 
as I find them treated-in your paper of 
Tuesday. I recognize the fact that it 
'is easy to make mistakes after listen- 
ing to a somewhat rambling talk of 
that character. 


Road Machinery Matter. 
Permit me, however ,to call atten- 
tion to part of the interview pub- 
lished in your paper with Mr. C. E. 
Moore, your county highway commis- 
sioner. I am confident that I did not 
say in my remarks that the counties 
will purchase a million dollars' worth 
of road machinery. I merely men- 
tioned the fact that machinery would 
have to be paid for by the counties 
and the expense would be in addition 
to the state - taxes discussed. I un- 
dertook to give no figures; in fact, 
there was no 
make a guess. 


I Hirst's estimate, 
$200,000 in road 
year would be very moderate consid- 
ering the seventy-one counties of the 
state. Mr. Hazelw.ood, however in a 
talk I had with him yesterday, esti- 
mates the cost in the 
counties 
at 


$500,000, but does not assume to have 
very definite information. 
He is a 
member of the highway commission 


As to the $450,000 which w.as raised 
this year I take exception now, as I 
have before, and as the governor did 
during the last session of the legis- 
lature, to having that proclaimed a 
deficit, as Mr. Moore does. The gov- 
ernor returned the bill as originally 
imssecl for the very reason that he 
took exception to that .term,-.and it 
was amended so as to make a straight 
appropriation of $450,000. 
It could 


not be a deficit for the reason thai 
there had never been any law en- 
acted until 1913 authorizing that ap- 
propriation. 


The Highway Budget., 
In estimating the gross amount to 


be raised for highway purposes, I 
added this amount to the $1,200,000 
permanent appropriation and called 
attention to the fact that this. $1,650.- 
000 appropriation was only the state's 
contribution to the amounts to be ex- 
pended for highway purposes; that 
the state contributes only one-third 
for -the building of highways and only 
one-fifth for the building of bridges. 
The law of 1913 appropriating 
this 


amount of $450,000 expressly provides 
that it is "to be used in payment of 
one-third of the cost of roads anil 
one-fifth of the cost at bridges con- 
structed or intended to be construct- 
ed in the ialendar yeai~1913 pursuant 
to the authorizations 
of towns and 
counties in the calendar year 1912." 
etc. 
I was careful to state that I die! 
not know how much of 
this 
fund 


would be used for bridge purposes, 
but it seemed safe to say that some- 
thing in excess of $5,000,000 would 
have to be expended for highways 
and bridges in order to entitle the 
local communities to the 
contribu- 
tion made by the state, ilr. Moore 
multiplies the permanent appropria- 
atiqn of $1,200,000 by three and adds 
to it the $450.000, making a total of 
$4,050,000.

I 
have not asked ..the secretary of state 
but believe that this is also true .of 
the contribution to free high schools, 
graded :schools and normal schools. 
That leaves the state university, new 
capitol and "general "purposes' 
re- 
maining in the secretary of state's cer- 
tificate, .and. the expenditures of.car- 
rying 'on -those activities were taken 
largely out of the general fund re- 
sulting, from the taxation of railroads 
and other corporations. 
This -divi- 


sion may 'be somewhat arbitrary but 
it is that which was used by the sec- 
retary of -state in making out the 
state tax levy of this year. • This ac- 
tion of the secretary of state was 
taken under section 1070 of the stat- 
utes. 
Before the secretary of state makes 


his state levy the governor, secretary 
of state and state treasurer meet in 
accordance with section 1069a 
and

tion of the state tax levy" of the 
year "and the balance thereof after 
deducting the amount above provided 
Eor" is then apportioned by the sec- 
retary of state.

iollar is. slightly more than two and 
Dne-half mills. 


All the above .amounts are for .edu- 
cation and highways, with the excep- 
tion of those for new capitol and gen- 
aral purposes, and are returned ;to 
the people, .either directly .or indirect- 
ly, with additional moneys. The levy 
af $1,500,000 for general purposes, un- 
der section .1071 W. S., is unusual, 
ind .it is, therefore, 
quite 
natural 
and proper that the taxpayers of the 
state should make special inquiry re- 
specting it. This levy seemed neces- 
sary after .careful consideration, of a 
detailed statement of general fund 
receipts and disbursements, prepared 
in conformity with section 1072 of the 
statutes, which showed that there 
would be an, estimated balance on 
hand July 1, 1914, of $710,818,, with- 
out the levy of a, special tax.j This 
amount clearly would be inadequate 
to meet demands on the state treas- 
ury prior to a further substantial col- 
lection of revenue. It' is estimated 
that there should be a working bal- 
ance of $1,500,000 in the general fund

amount required to meet extraordi- 
nary demands for highway aid' of 
more than $700,000, for the period 
between July 1, 1914, and. .March 1, 
19,15, when further'funds will-be avail- 
able for highways and bridges. 


Should buildings and operations be 


Cor any reason delayed longer than 
anticipated under the appropriations 
made by law, then there would be a 
larger balance in the general fund on 
July 1, 1914, than is here estimated; 
but it is deemed minwise .to base es- 
timates on a mere possibility, and 
should a surplus arise, it would op- 
erate tp, diminish the amount to -be 
raised in succeeding years. 
The necessity for a special state tax 
due principally to the large amount 
required for the state to meet its por- 
tion of good road construction, the 
ertction of permanent buildings au- 
thorized by the last legislature, and 
what now appears to haye been an 
excessive remission of state taxes last 
year. 


As there seems to be some misap- 
prehension in the public mind as to 
the meaning of the terra "tax re- 
mission," it is proper here to state 
that when there .is a surplus in the 
general fund of the state (that is to 
say, a sum of money in excess of that 
needed to meet usual demands), the 
governor, secretary of state and state 
treasurer may, under authority con- 
ferred by section 1069a W. S , apply 
this surplus on. the state tax. In other 
words, certain authorized levies, to 
an amount that can be spared from 
the state treasury, are not made upon 
the general property of the state, and 
the taxpayers are to that extent re 
htved from axation. 


For example, in 1912 no tax was 


levied for the new capitol, university 
and normal schools. These amount's, 
which, under ordinary circumstances, 
would have been paid directly by the 
taxpayers of the state were drawn 
from the general fund instead. This

THE REAL ISSUE. 


Editor Sturlevant of the Wausau 


Record Herald, takes up the subject, 
of the real issues of the present cam- 
paign and discusses possible posi- 
ble positions that may-be taken. The 
fact that the "Wisconsin Idea", the 
costly and expensive plaything of the 
reformers, is the real issue is not 
lost sight of. The tax payers know 
this to be true at last.

! The third is the direct anithesis of 
the first. 


The second, however, which seems 


to be the position taken by Hatton 
Husting and numerous other candi- 
dates and near-candidates, is open to 
serious question. 


Can it be maintained? 
The general system' known as the 


"Wisconsin Idea" is neither right or 
wrong. That system has been out- 
lined so clearly by its sponsors. Mc- 
Carthy. Van Hise. La Follette, Ross, 
and others who have written about 
it. that there is no excuse for mis- 
undertsanding it.

established. 
Nobody objects to them 


as , such. 
But the -Wisconsin com- 


missions are sue generis. 
They are 


unlike 
any 
governmental 
agencies 


ever before.created in America, be- 
cause to them have been delegated 
powers which heretofore were" sup- 
posed to beiong exclusively to the 
direct 
agents of the 
people, and 


which they were forbidden to dele- 
gate.

years. A vast amount of construc- 
tive labor.has -gon einto it.
